2+ Reference document la has been received. It is a good sumiation 

_ of information on the North Korean supply situation, most of which, however, 
on inspection, was derived from the Far East. Command Daily Intelligence 
Summary. Information plotted on the map accompanying the document appeared 
wholly in various issues of the Far East Conmand. Daily Intelligence. Summary , 
as revealed by a comparison of the ‘CIA map with the "Lines of Communications 
Maps" appearing in the Daily Intelligence Summary for the same period. 


3. Although this office has no objection per se to the republication 
by other intelligence agencies of material originating in the Far East Command 
Intelligence publications » it is felt that agencies so doing should be bound 
by the provisions of reference document (1b). In the case of Central Intel 
ligence Agency, which apparently does not come under. the provisions of this 
letter, it is felt that the principle of erediting extracts from intelligence 
publications to prevent "false verifications" should be adhered to also, From 
‘the footnote on page one of reference docment la—"This memorandum has not 
been coordinated with the intelligence organizations of the Departments of 
State, Army, Navy, and the Air Force!—~an impression is gained that the memo~ 
randum was based on information obtained from Central Intelligence Agency 
Sourees, an impression which could lead to the "consequences..«from false 
verifications" referred to in reference letter lb... 7
